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DETAILED ACTION 



Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendment filed on September 23, 2005 has been entered: 

• Claims 1-2 and 4-18 have been amended; 

• Claim 3 has been cancelled. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-2 and 4-18 are allowed. 

3. The following is the examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

4. Claim 1 is allowed because in part recites a light guiding frame for a backlight 
module having "a forked lighting member including a containing portion receiving a 
lighting member", "a plurality of light guide stripes" with almost unnoticeable height, and 
"a reflection member enclosing the forked lighting member and further extending to 
the light guide stripes". This unique combination in the light guiding frame for a 
backlight module is not taught by the prior art of record. 

5. The light guiding system with those novel features provides a high intensity linear 
light source from a point light member by conversion, which reduces the number of 
required lighting elements in a backlighting system and thereby reduces the cost of 
energy. In addition, the novel light guiding system is perfectly suitable for usage in 
miniature electronic devices because of its plural light guide stripes which have almost 
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unnoticeable height/thickness. Further, the extended reflection member that encloses 
the forked lighting member and extends to the sides and bottom surfaces of the lighting 
guide stripes, improves the intensity of the light emitted through the entire top surfaces 
of the light guide stripes. The light guide stripes in the system can also have a 
predetermined fashion such as U or rectangular shape by connecting each other. 

6. Claims 2 and 4-18 are allowed because of their dependency upon independent 
claim 1.
